"WHILE OEH EYES ARE ON V IE T N A M ’’ 
T he story b rought to Mex ico by J ua na C astro, 
F id e ls sister, which stre ssed the d egrad ation of 
Cuba und er the C om m unists, is sordid enough in 
all conscience. But it is only the social and eco­ 
nom ic ex tension, so to sp eak , of a festering fam ily 
saga tha t rivals som e of the d a rk legends of a n­ 
cient G reece for its F re ud ia n ha tre d s and evil 
doings. 
It is an indisp utab e fact tha t Fidel C astro 
hated his father. Fidel him self w as one of a brood 
that w as born out of wedlock . His m other, a p ra c ­ 
tical lady nam ed A lm a R uz Gonzalez, w as the 
fam ily cook — and F'idol, along w ith some of his 
b rothers and sisters, w as only legitim atized a fte r 
his fa the r ’s first w ife had died. J na na and a nothe r 
sister, E m m a, cam e along a fte r the cook had be­ 
com e the legally m a rrie d m other of the family . 
T he bat! blood am ong the C astros caused by 
q ua rre ls over legitim acy long p re-d ates the revo­ 
lution, and is thus not a ttrib uta b le in the first in­ 
stance to ideology . H ow ever, though Alma Ruz 
G onzalez loved her sons Fidel and Raul as her 
offsp ring, she alw ay s ha te d their M arx ism . She 
even referred to them as "lazy s od a lis t bum s.” 
And she had the tem e rity to say , even a fte r the 
revolution, that she lik ed the old d ic ta tor R alista 
for having sp ared her son’s life w hen a d eath 
p enalty for treasonable activity m ight have been 
declared against Fidel. B ecause of the old lady ’s 
refusal to bow her head to his revolution or to 
his socialism. Fidel refused to go to he r f un d a1 
and would n >t sign his nam e to the d eath notice. 
T he fam ily tangle grow s even m ore d isre p u­ 
table w hen y ounger b rothe r R a ul’s in-law re la ­ 
tionship s a re investigated R a ul’s w ife Vilma had 
a sister who w as m a rrie d to an officer. T he officer, 
having fallen into d isfavor w ith Fidel, w as e ithe r 
k illed or chivvied into ta k ing his ow n life. V ilm a’s 
sister then com m itted suicide R ani C a stro would 
not p erm it his own m other-in-law to m ak e any 
p ublic d em onstration of her reaction to th* d a rk 
chain of events that had robbed her of a d a ugh­ 
te r and son-in-law. 
J ua na C astro is not the first sister of Fidel to 
defect to Mex ico. W hen sister E m m a w a nted to 
go to Mex ico to be m a rrie d , (Tie G uevara, the 
C om m unist econom ic c zar of Cuba, refused to give 
he r the necessary foreign ex change. It w as only 
a fte r Jna na and he r m othe r m ad e a terrific fam ily 
issue of it that E m m a w as p erm itte d to d ep art. 
T he fam ily story of the C astros is conclusive 
evidence that Fidel is a p erson w ithout he a rt even 
w hen dealing w ith close blo:*! relatives. Jua na has 
told som e of the horrib le things w hich tho he a r t­ 
less ('a s troite revolution has done to Cuba. H er 
defection cam p at a tim e w hen the Citizens C om ­ 
m ittee for a Free C uba in W ashington, I). C.. was 
busy p rep aring a dossier on the Soviet m ilitary 
build-up that continues in C uba w hile our ey es 
a re focussed on V ietnam .

Lack of Potassium May 


Cause Profound Weakness

— Wha t are the causes, effects a nd tre atm ent 
of p ota ssium deficiency ? 
A — In som e k idney diseases, p otassium is lost 
from the blood through the urine and, to a lesser 
degree, through the sw eat. T he resulting p ota s­ 
sium deficiency is esp ecially severe if the p ota s­ 
sium intak e is low. Foods tha t a re rich in p ota s­ 
sium include avocados, lima beans, navy beans, 
p arsnip s, p otatoes, b ananas, rhub arb , beets, most 
green vegetables, c a rrots, cauliflow er tom atoes, 
m ushroom s and milk . 
A high intak e of sodium help s the body lose 
p otassium . P otassium w a sta ge often causes p ro­ 
found w eak ness. It m ay also a ggra va te an e x ist­ 
ing k idney disease T he tr e a tm e nt requires that 
p otassium be sup p lied by injection into the vein 
and by increasing the p otassium in the diet. This 
must he continued as long as the blood p otassium 
level is low. 
— W hat chance does a w om an w ho has lost 
one ovary have of becom ing p re gna nt? 
A— She 
ha s an ex cellent chance. 'I'he second 
ovary m ight be considered a la c tor of safety or a 
sp a re p art. O ne functioning ovary is enough. 
Q— I have been ta k ing P rc m a rin tablets daily 
for thre e y e a rs for hot flashes. If I stop them the 
hot Hashes a re w orse. Is the re any d a nger in ta k ­ 
ing these [fills indefinitely ? 
A— I’remarin 
is

(fem ale horm one). S ince this sub sta nce m erely 
rep laces w ha t y our ovaries sup p lied w hen y ou 
w ere y ounger the re is no ha rm in tak ing it in­ 
definitely if the dose is carefully ad justed to y our 
needs. 
(J— My eve d octor sa y s I have a p tery gium of 
both ey es. Ile has been tre a ting them for six 
m onths but the re is no im p rovem ent. Will they 
ever go aw ay ? 
A— A ptcrgy tum is a m em b ranous grow th that 
ex tend s from the inne r or oute r c orne r of the ey e 
onto the cornea. It m a y stop grow ing before it 
interfe re s w ith y our vision or it m ay ex tend to 
cover p art of y our p up il. It will not go aw ay . ’Hie 
only satisfactory tr e a tm e nt is surgical rem oval.

Russia Like U.S. iii Many Ways, ho Different in Other Respects 


EDITOR’S NOTE 
Preston 
Grover, for five years Associ­ 
ated Press chief of bureau in 
Moscow, reports on aspects of 
life in the U.S.S.R., in the first 
of four articles.

MOSCOW (AP)—If you don't 
look too closely, this country is 
in 
many 
respects 
almost 
like 
the United States. In many oth­ 
ers, it is not. 
F ar more 
people so to the 
movies than to church. You buy 
your food in stores, meat from 
the 
butcher, 
bread 
from 
the 
baker and 
shoes, 
cloth, waste 
baskets 
and 
aluminum 
pots 
from the department store. 


On Sunday you can go to the 
races in Moscow, and on Mon­ 
day read another letter from an 
angry 
housewife 
demanding 
that the race betting machines 
he closed because "they are the 
ruination of Communist youth.” 
The boys and girls in college 
take to one another a little too 
freely, in the view of the elders, 
but when an order was issued 
at Moscow 
University prohibit­ 
ing 
girls 
from 
visiting 
alone 
with young men in the dormi­ 
tories, there was a loud outcry 
from the students. In a news­ 
paper article they accused their 
eldei-s of hypocrisy and insisted 
they didn't need to be coddled. 
Divorce

Just as in America, th° court 
tries to effect a reconciliation. 
The

In the five years I have been 
here, clothes have grown notice­ 
ably better.
